THE PIRST' PART 


Let us begin then, Brethren, with the firfÞ 
of theſetlitngs, to evinee to you, that the Rowan 
Chureh has: not known-the Truth, becaule 'ſhe 
has not ſought it there' where it i5t0 be found , 
and has ſought it where'it is not to be found, ' 

The Holy Scripture is the only Fountain of all” 
Truths. neceffary for Salvation : It includes all 
 withinitſelf, and isthat Treaſure, out of which 
the Man” of God takes all things new and-old: 
'Tis'the foundation and rule of our Salvation :- 
It entirely comprehends alt 'rhe Words of God , 
who having 'in the former- tines ſpoken by the 
Patriarks and' Prophets, has at'lalt ſpoken- in 
the fulneſs of ' times by his own Son, whom HE 
appointed-the Heir of all things, by-whom allo - 
He made the Worlds. . Es But:z

But how. great: ſoever. and, unchangrable the 
teſtimony of. the Lord. is 11. it felf, the Roman 


CGhurch-.has not received. it as (uch;s the; has 
ſought after other gfſurances,. 5nd other founda; 
tions for her ſalvation, thanrhe Word of .God , 
_ and-as if this Divine'Word had. need. of the 
teſtimony-of men , ſhe has joyned theauthority 
of: Tradition with that of the Scripture,; To 
colour this (which upon the firſt yiew mult ap; 
pear odjous to.allmen) [it has been found, nece(- 
{ary togivetothe' firſt that weight that the other 
has of it ſelf, and pretend that. Tradition is 
not leſs the Word of God than the Scripture , 
with this difference only , that the laſt is writ- 
ten, and the firſt truſted to the memory of the 
Paſtors of the Church, who from age to age have 
tranſmitted it to their ſucceſlors. | 

Therefore we mult here examin the Reaſons 
that moved the Rowan Church to this ;; and this 
Queſtion is of ſuch importance,that its reſolution 
would make the agreement: 1n all the reſt eaſe, 
"The moſt conſiderable are the following : - 

The firit is, That the Holy Scripture has no 
Authority of it {elf, but ſtands 1n need of another 
Authority for.its determination. [The fecond, That 
it ts obſcure 1a it ſelf, and has need of another light 
todiſcoverit. Thethird, That though it had all 
the authority and clearnels-neceflary, yet it is 
infufficient of it+ſelf,- and wants another voice 
to declare unto us-what it does not declare, . _ 
Let us ſee then if the Holy Scripture! has ſuffi-

cient Authority to be received, clearneſs enough 
ro be' underſtood,” and 'comprehenſiveenough to 
exelude all other means,” oo nn 
- "When Eſpeak Brethren, of the Authoriry of 
the Holy Scripture, I mean.acertain Character, 
of ' Majeſty ,- Holineſs, Truth, 'and-Excellency, 
which cloath it-from the beginning to-the end; 
that cauſerh'us.to-perceive thoſe things in it, that: 
are'-not fo :be found in any other Book-beſides 
this of Life and Salvation;and perſwades vs at the- 
fame-time of its Authority , without the help. 
of any other teſtimony.” © 0! 
Its-Authors were Prophets and' Apoſtles, 
equally inſpired by God , never was any thing 
obſerved in their life, that could. bring then 
under the ſuſpition of- any lye-or corruption; it 
wasalways. conſonant to the holineſs of their 
writthgs:”” They ſaw with their eyes, they felt 
with: their hands, and heard with: their-ears; 
what they have taughtus of the Word of Life, 
They were neither eſteemed great by their birth,. 
nor diſtinguiſhed by theiremployments.” God'has 
choſen nejther the Nobles nor Wiſemen. of the. 
world; but he has choſen the weak things of the 
world, to" confound the things which are mighty ;. 
and inſtead: of employtng Orators and* Confule | 
(as ſays St. Auſtin) hemade uſe of the pooreſt fort 
bf people ;' that his Word might be received for 
itſelf, 'and not. for the greatneſs and-eloquenice of. 
men. Theſe facred Amhors'never afted upon the. 
account of. thtereſt orrepucation;. they Von

_ Their way of writing, anſwers to admiration 
the matter they handle: Never men ſpake after 
that manner, There is an unimitable {weetneſs, 
together with a Majeſty , 4n- their Diſcourſes, 
and co uſe the Apoſtles expreſſion, rheir word & 
. E word quick aud powerful, more ſharp and piercing 

than any two-edged ſword. TS #2; 
But theſe "Mike of Truth, viſible. all a- 
long in the Scripture, will perſwade us.entire- 
ly, ' wejoya-to{o many outward circumftances, 
the inward aſſurance of the Holy Ghoſt. : 
Which inward aſſurance is abſolutely neceſſa-
